PUC  professor’s  projects

After  three  years  of  working  with 
30  different  schools  and  researchers 
from  around  the  world,  Dr.  Yahya 
Kamalipour,  Associate  Professor  of 
Communication  and  Creative  Art,  in 
conjunction  with  Hamid  Mowlana  of 
American  University,  have  edited  the 
first  and  only  book  about  mass  media 
in  the  Middle  East  entitled,  Mass 
Media  in  the  Middle  East:  A 
Comprehensive  Handbook. 

“It  wasn’t  easy.  It  was  extremely 


complicated,  but  extremely  reward¬ 
ing,”  Dr.  Kamalipour  said. 

The  book,  published  by 
Greenwood  Press  and  released  in 
August,  is  available  in  most  public 
and  university  libraries.  It  addresses 
communication  philosophies,  the  var¬ 
ious  media  forms  and  regulations, 
ownership  patterns,  new  agencies  and 
technology,  external  media  services 
and  the  role  of  media  in  national 
development  in  the  various  Middle 
Eastern  countries. 

Dr.  Kamalipour  said  on  reason  he 
chose  to  edit  this  book  was  because

earn  national  recognition 


he  found  a  gap  in  his  research  in  this 
field  of  knowledge. 

“A  great  number  of  people  do  not 
know  about  the  Middle  East.  They 
just  think  it  is  a  dangerous  place,”  Dr. 
Kamalipour  explained. 

“My  hope  is  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  western  countries  and  the 
Middle  East. 

Dr.  Kamalipour  has  also  complet¬ 
ed  a  second  book  entitled,  “The  U.S. 
Media  and  the  Middle  East:  Image 
and  Perception,  due  out  this  spring. 

“The  second  book  has  a  more

More  than  just  college

For  student  Brad  Glendening, 
attending  PUC  means  more  than  just 
going  to  college. 

Glendening,  23,  graduated  from 
Munster  High  School  in  1989.  Like 
most  high  school  graduates, 
Glendening  wished  to  further  his 
education.  He  attended  Indiana 
University  in  Bloomington. 
Unfortunately,  like  so  many  other 
students  new  to  the  college  scene,  he 
fell  victim  to  the  pseudo-charm  of 
the  party  lifestyle.  Glendening  fin¬ 
ished  his  first  semester  in 
Bloomington  with  a  grade  point  aver¬ 
age  of  .93. 

His  parents  gave  him  the  option 
of  either  working  or  entering  the  ser¬ 
vice.  A  day  later,  Glendening  joined 
the  Marines. 

Glendening  joined  the  Marines  of 
his  own  accord  to  strengthen  his  self- 
discipline. 


“I  set  a  goal  for  myself,  the  main 
one  was  to  get  a  4.0  g.p.a.  my  first 
semester  back  at  school ,”  explained 
Glendening.  “I  knew  the  service 
would  help  me  attain  that  goal.” 

Glendening  spent  three  months  in 
boot  camp  in  San  Diego,  California, 
and  then  on  to  Camp  Pendleton, 
California  for  Marine  Combat 
Training.  He  then  completed  Field 
Skills  Training  and  became  a  field 
wireman. 

In  January  of  1991,  Glendening 
was  sent  to  Saudi  Arabia  to  serve  in 
the  Gulf  War  and  ended  up  behind 
enemy  lines  in  Kuwait. 

Glendening  served  there  for  seven 
months,  and  in  those  seven  months, 
he  saw  in  person  what  most  people 
only  saw  on  the  news.  Among  the 
many  stories  Glendening  related,  one 
of  the  scariest  was  when  the  convoy 
he  lead  was  attacked  by  hell-fire 
rockets  fired  from  U.S.  war  planes 
and  two  of  their  own  men  were  killed.

qualify  for  $$$, 
you  must  apply! 

Like  death  and  taxes,  there’s  something  else  that  is  inevitable 
for  college  students:  to  be  considered  for  most  forms  of  finan¬ 
cial  aid,  you  have  to  apply  for  it. 

Last  weekend,  Indiana  Fi¬ 
nancial  Aid  Awareness 
Week  activities  ended 
with  the  sixth  annual  Col 
lege  Goal  Sunday.  Held  at 
31  sites  in  22  cities  state¬ 
wide,  College  Goal 
Sunday  was  a  program  at 
which  prospective  college 
students  and  their  familie; 
were  assisted  in  the  process  of  filling  out  the  Free  Applica¬ 
tion  for  Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA). 

Failure  to  fill  out  the  FAFSA  and  submit  it  by  the  March  1 
deadline  effectively  places  prospective  students  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  pecking  order  for  consideration  of  state -funded 
and  campus-based  financial  aid. 

You  have  to  apply  each  year 

As  a  current  university  student  receiving  financial  aid — and 
nearly  50  percent  of  Purdue  Calumet  students  do — you,  too, 
must  continue  to  apply  each  year  if  you  wish  to  maximize 
your  chances  for  receiving  financial  assistance  next  aca¬ 
demic  -year. 

The  financial  aid  application  you,  as  a  continuing  student, 
must  fill  out  is  shorter  and  simpler  than  the  initial  FAFSA 
(Free  Application  for  Federal  Student  Aid).  Essentially,  it 
asks  you  to  verify  and/or  revise  the  personal  financial  infor¬ 
mation  you/your  family  reported  last  year. 

If  you  are  receiving  financial  aid  this  year,  a  renewal  applica¬ 
tion  should  have  been  mailed  to  your  home  by  now.  If  you 
have  not  received  it,  you  can  obtain  a  Free  Application  for 
Federal  Student  Aid  from  our  Financial  Aid  Office  (G-45). 

$$$  aid  is  available 

Be  it  scholarships,  grants,  work  study  opportunities  or  loans, 
there  is  assistance  available  for  many  students.  Completing 
either  application  and  submitting  it  by  March  1  guarantees 
you  priority  consideration. 

Make  sure  you  list  Purdue  Calumet  as  recipient  of  the  appli¬ 
cation  data.  Unless  you  mark  “no”  to  the  question  about 
referring  the  FAFSA  information  to  the  state,  you  automat¬ 
ically  will  be  considered  for  state  aid  by  completing  the 
FAFSA. 

If  there’s  a  down  side  to  the  financial  aid  picture — locally 
and  nationally — it’s  that  more  eligible  students  are  applying 
for  federal  and  state  grant  dollars  that  have  not  increased 
proportionately  with  this  demand.  Hence,  in  cutting  the 
same  size  pie  into  more  pieces,  the  result  has  been  a  decline 
in  the  monetary  amount  of  individual  Pell  Grants  and 
Higher  Education  Awards  being  provided.  That  has 
prompted  needy  students  to  make  up  the  difference  by  tak¬ 
ing  out  loans. 

But  neither  you,  nor  the  university  can  control  that  sce¬ 
nario.  All  you  can  do  is  apply  by  March  1  for  assistance  that 
is  available.  What  the  university  can  do  is  encourage  you  to 
do  so.  H

important  role  because  it 
deals  with  misperceptions 
between  the  U.S.  and  the 
Middle  East,”  Dr. 
Kamalipour  explained. 

“The  keys  to  good  rela¬ 
tions  are  understanding, 
cooperation  and  mutual 
respect,  not  mispercep¬ 
tions,”  he  added. 

Dr.  Kamalipour  projects 
are  not  limited  to  books.  He 
was  recently  part  of  a  team 
that  conducted  a  study 
regarding  the  amount  of 
time  college  students  spend 
with  various  media  forms 
for  either  leisure  or  educa¬ 
tional  purposes. 

Among  the  conclusions 
drawn  from  the  study  are 
that  college  students  prefer 


television  to  reading,  have 
trouble  paying  attention  to 
lectures  that  are  not  full  of 
movement,  color,  sound  and 
visual  effects  like  televi¬ 
sion,  and  expect  fast  and 
easy  answers  to  tricky  prob¬ 
lems  similar  to  the  ones 
offered  by  television  com¬ 
mercials  and  soap  operas. 

The  study  has  earned 
Purdue  national  media 
attention.  Dr.  Kamalipour 
has  spoken  on  several  radio 
stations,  including  WJOB, 
KOA  radio  in  Denver  and 
the  Wisconsin  Radio 
Network. 

Dr.  Kamalipour  is  cur¬ 
rently  working  on  another 
proposal  entitled,  “U.S. 
Image  and  World  Media: 
A  Multicultural 

Perspective.”

Glendening’s  Staff  Sergeant 
suggested  starting  a  newspa¬ 
per  to  boost  morale. 

The  Death  Dealer  Weekly, 
as  named  by  Glendening,  was 
a  light-hearted  paper  included 
sports  and  cartoons. 
Glendening  even  wrote  some 
editorials,  until  his  first 
sergeant  began  censoring 
some  of  the  material. 

Eventually,  the  First 
Sergeant  and  Commanding 
Officer  took  over  the  paper 
and  made  it  political,  which 
was  not  what  the  troops  want¬ 
ed.  Eventually,  the  paper  dis¬ 
solved. 

Glendening  was  awarded 
nine  medals,  including  the 
Kuwait  Liberation  Medal  and 
the  Combat  in  Action  Medal. 

After  four  years  in  the  ser¬ 
vice,  Glendening  returned 
home  and  started  PUC  in  the 


fall  of  1994. 

His  first  semester  back, 
Glendening  received  a  grade 
point  average  of  4.0,  and  is 
maintaining  that  g.p.a. 
throughout  this  semester. 

When  asked  how  he  felt 
about  his  accomplishments, 
without  thinking,  Glendening 
answered  very  simply, 
“Semper  Fidelis.”

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How  to  get  a  parking  ticket 

There  are  several  things  a  student 
can  do  to  get  a  ticket.  We  thought  you 
should  know  some  of  them  so  you  can 
avoid  it. 

1.  Park  in  the  Chancellor’s  parking 
space.

That  booth  is 
manned  by  a  student  patrol  person  nd 
they  run  out  and  issue  you  a  ticket  as 
soon  as  you  leave.  Fine  =  $6. 

4.  Park  longer  then  15  minutes  in 
the  15  minute  spaces.  They  have 
timed  how  long  it  takes  to  run  up  the 
stairs  to  the  third  floor  of  the  building 
to  drop  off  an  assignment  at  a  pro¬ 
fessor’s  office  -  don’t  stop  for  a  drink 
of  water  on  the  way!  Fine  =  $6. 

5.  Park  in  STAFF  ONLY  spaces. 
How  many  companies  do  you  know 
where  employees  have  to  pay  so  they 
can  go  to  work  there?  Fine  =  $10. 

6.  Park  your  car  over  the  yellow 
“hash”  marks.  These  usually  appear  in 
walkways  and  at  the  end  of  rows. 
Memorize  them  so  when  it  snows  you 
won’t  park  there.  Fine  =  $6. 


7.  Leave  your  parking  permit  in 
your  other  car.  Fortunately,  the  fine  is 
reduced  to  when  you  show  that  you  do 
have  permit.  Fine  =  $15/3. 

8.  Don’t  bother  to  purchase  a  new 
permit  -  just  use  last  year’s.  Now  you 
know  the  reason  they  change  colors 
every  year.  The  patrol  can  spot  that 
one  from  fifty  yards  away.  Fine  =  $15. 

9.  Let  the  parking  meter  run  out. 
Of  course  professors  really  hate  it 
when  you  run  out  in  the  middle  of 
class  to  drop  more  quarters  in.  Fine 
=$6. 

10.  Display  a  stolen  permit. 
What’s  the  use  of  stealing  it  if  you 
can’t  use  it?  Fine  =  $25. 

Traffic  Appeals 

Anyone  who  feels  that  they  were 
issued  a  ticket  unjustly  can  appeal  the 
fine.  Appeals  must  be  made  to  the  uni¬ 
versity  Police  within  the  stated  time 
limits.  Appeals  are  heard  by  the 
Traffic  Appeals  Board.  This  board  is 
made  up  of  three  students,  two  staff, 
and  two  faculty.  Decisions  by  this 
board  are  final. 

The  University  Police  serve  many 
different  functions.  There  are  three 
levels  of  personnel  that  patrol  the  cam¬ 
pus:  University  Police  Officers, 
Security  Patrol,  and  Student  Patrol. 
Listed  below  are  some  of  the  encoun¬ 
ters  you  might  have. 

Dead  Battery?  If  you  ever  return 
to  your  car  and  try  to  start  it  and  realize 
that  you  have  a  dead  battery  don’t 


panic.  Call  the  University  Police  on 
any  RED  phone  at  22 1 0  or  any  EMER¬ 
GENCY  phone  at  2911. 

Explain  the  problem  and  tell  them 
the  location  of  your  car..  The  security 
patrol  car  will  come  and  give  you  a 
jump. 

Locked  Out?  Call  the  University 
Police.  They  can’t  open  your  car  for 
you,  but  they  can  lend  you  a  coat  hang¬ 
er.  Or  they  can  call  home  for  you  if 
you  have  another  set  of  keys  there.  If 
all  else  fails  they  can  call  a  locksmith. 

Mechanical  Problems?  Call  the 
University  Police.  They  can  contact  a 
towing  service  for  you. 

Flat  Tire?  Call  the  University 
Police.  They  won’t  change  your  tire, 
but  they  might  help.  They  also  can 
make  sure  the  traffic  around  you  is 
controlled  while  your  tire  is  being 
changed. 

Accident?  Has  someone  hit  you  or 
have  you  hit  someone?  Call  the 
University  Police.  They  have  to  fill 
out  an  accident  report.  This  report  can 
be  used  for  insurance  purposes. 

We  hope  this  is  useful  information 
for  you.  The  University  Police  is  there 
to  serve  the  entire  university  communi¬ 
ty,  including  students. 

The  next  meeting  of  Student

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Beethoven’s  Immortal  Beloved  is  a  mystery

Like  Amadeus,  this  movie  is  an  account — not 
claiming  to  be  accurate — of  a  famous  composer’s 
life  to  death.  However,  the  two  movies  are  as  dif¬ 
ferent  as  the  artists  they  portray. 

Gary  Oldman  (Dracula)  plays  Ludwig  Van 
Beethoven,  the  forging  figure  of  music’s  Romantic 
Era.  Through  a  series  of  retrospective  scenes,  all 
memories  of  friends  and  lovers,  he  shows  you — 
among  other  things — the  frustration  inherent  to  a 
composer  who,  despite  being  almost  totally  deaf, 
inspired  awe  and  respect  throughout  the  land. 

The  movie  opens  with  a  friend  of  Beethoven’s, 
played  by  Jeroen  Krabbe,  finding  a  note  of  the 
newly  deceased  composer’s.  The  note  claimed  all 
of  his  inheritance  to  a  mystery  person:  his  immortal 
beloved.  The  movie  follows  Beethoven’s  loyal 
friend  as  he  attempts  to  fulfill  the  composer’s  dying 
wish. 

In  this  quest  for  the  mystery  person,  the  things 


that  made  Beethoven  what  he  was  come  to  light. 
These  are  not  always  pleasant  sights  to  behold,  or 
pleasant  moments  to  experience,  but  they  afford  the 
viewer  perhaps  an  easier  handle  on  some  of 
Beethoven’s  sizzlingly  emotional  music. 

Playing  the  part  of  the  various  important  figures 
and  immortal  beloved  suspects  are:  Valeria  Golino 
(Hot  Shots,  part  Deux),  as  a  countess  to  whom 
Beethoven  proposed  marriage;  Isabella  Rossellini 
(Blue  Velvet)  as  a  long  time  friend  and  lover  of 
Beethoven’s;  and  Johanna  Ter  Steege  as  a  sister-in- 
law  that  experiences  an  unpleasant  legal  dispute 
with  the  composer. 

Honestly,  I  was  prepared  for  a  dull  movie  that 
floundered  in  an  imitative  flailing  at  the  shadow 
of  Amadeus;  but  what  I  found  was  a  really  enter¬ 
taining  movie  whose  excitement  lay  just  below 
the  surface.  If  you  are  going  to  see  a  movie,  see 
this  one  before  it  hits  the  video  tape  market.  See 
it  in  a  theatre  with  a  BIG  SCREEN  and  a  balls-y 
sound  system,  and  you’re  guaranteed  to  fed 
something.

Lady  Boilers  gain  share  of  Big  Ten  lead

West  Layfayette-  the  19th 
ranked  Lady  Boilermakers 
got  revenge  as  they  upset 
the  1 0th  ranked  Lady  Lions 
of  Penn  State  57-43  on 
Feb. 5  to  gain  a  share  of  the 
Big  Ten  lead.  The  Lady 
Lions  (16-4,7-3)  defeated 
Purdue  (16-6,  8-3)  78-64 
in  University  Park  on 
Jan. 21. 

Purdue  is  tied  with 
Wisconsin  who  defeated 
Minnesota  79-78  in  over¬ 
time. 

“It’s  wonderful,”  said 
senior  player  Jenifer  Jacoby 
about  being  in  first  place. 
“We  kind  of  wanted  to  pay 
them  back  after  beating  us  on 
national  TV.” 

In  this  defensive  bat¬ 
tle  both  teams  combined 
for  50  turnovers  and  5  of 
27  from  three-point 
range. 

The  game  included  many 
stretches  of  scoring 
droughts,  including  a  four 
minute  span  early  in  the 
second  half. 

“It  was  accredited  to 
their  defense,”  said  Penn 
State  head  coach  Rene 
Portland. 

“It  was  two  great  defen¬ 
sive  teams,”  said  Purdue 


Head  coach  Lin  Dunn.  “We 
did  not  allow  transition 
points  and  our  ability  to  con¬ 
trol  the  boards.” 

“Defense  was  a  key,”  said 
senior  player  Cindy 
Lamping,  “it  was  our  best 
defensive  effort.” 

The  game  started  out 
evenly  as  the  teams  battled 
for  a  four-all  tie  with  16 
minutes  to  go  in  the  half. 
With  Purdue  leading  10-9 
with  12:25  to  go  the  Lady 
Boilers  went  on  a  15-4  run 
to  lead  25-13  on  a  pair  of 
free  throws  by  Stacy 
Lovelace  with  5:39  left  in 
the  half. 

Penn  State  closed  out  the 
half  with  a  three-pointer  by 
Tiffany  Longworth,  trailing 
31-22  at  the  break.  The 
Boilermakers  maintained  a 
9-11  point  throughout  the 
half. 

Purdue  and  Penn  State 
shot  39  percent  for  the  half. 

The  Lady  Lions  came  out 
in  the  second  half  deter¬ 
mined  in  the  second  deter¬ 
mined  to  cut  into  the  Purdue 
lead. 

After  a  Tonya  Kirk 
jumper  to  put  Purdue  up  40- 
29  with  14:37  to  go,  Penn 
State  went  on  a  8-0  run  to  cut 
the  Boilermaker  lead  to  40- 
37  on  a  Tina  Nicholson  steal 
and  layup. 


Purdue  answered  with 
short  jumper  by  Lamping 
and  began  to  build  on  the 
lead.  The  Lady  Lions  ’  last 
points  came  with  4:24  to 
play  on  a  basket  by  Missy 
Masley  to  make  the  score 
50-43.  The  Lady 
Boilermakers  went  on  to 
win  57-43. 

“We  came  together  as  a 
team,”  said  Dunn  “Our  depth 
and  athletic  ability  was 
important.” 

“The  secret  to  their  suc¬ 
cess  is  their  athletic  ability,” 
said  Roland  “We’re  exhaust¬ 
ed,  physically  beat  due  to 
injuries,  we  are  going  to  take 
some  rest.” 

Purdue  was  lead  in  scor¬ 
ing  by  Danielle  Me  Culley’s 
(Gary)  12  points.  Tonya 
Kirk  added  10  points  while 
Stacey  Lovelace  grabbed  15 
rebounds  including  1 1  on  the 
defensive  end. 

Tiffany  Longworth  had 
nine  points  for  Penn  State 
as  the  Lady  Lions  had  no 
player  reach  double  fig¬ 
ures. 

Purdue  outrebounded 
Penn  State  46-33  and  shot  35 
percent  from  the  floor  while 
the  Lady  Lions  shot  30  per¬ 
cent. 

Penn  State  had  26 
turnovers  while  Purdue  com¬ 
mitted  24.
